medals  and  other  flag  officers  under 
his  command  for  the  same  honor," 
said  Mr.  Daniels,  "he  omitted  that  dls- 
ilnguished  Admiral,  who  commanded 
all  Amertean  pamX  forces  off  the 
French  eottft,  Bvar-AdnUral  Wilson, 
now  commander-in-chief  of  the  At- 
lantic fleet. 

"When  the  hlmory  of  the  war  Is 
written.  Admiral  Wilson's  service  will 
.stand  as  high  as  that  of  Sims.  Mayo. 
Menson  or  Kodnian." 

When  it  was  decided  to  appoint  Ad- 
miral Wilson  commander-in-chief  of 
the  Atlantic  fleet.  Secretary  I>anici8 
said  Admiral  Sims  wrote  a  letter  of 
protest. 

Referring  to  Sims'  criticism  that  his 
recommendation  of  a  distinguished 
service  medal  for  Commander  J.  B. 
Hab<ii.  k,  his  cbirf  of  staff  and  his 
"eve/ythlng"  liad  not  been  followed, 
Socre^ry  Daniels  said, 

"If  I  had  thought  Commander  Bab- 
cock  the  'everything'  acrom  the  sea.

flimsiest  rhiiracter.  The  board  Is 
now  Kivinjf  until  February  10  for  for- 
mal application  for  extension  of  time, 
and  all  applications  must  be  supported 
by  aflldavits  or  statutory  declarations, 
otherwise  officers  of  the  defaulting 
companies  will  be  .prosecuted.  It  is 
pointed  out  that  those  in  defatUt  are 
guilty  of  an  Indictable  offense,  and

The  Lords  Justice  of  Appeal  of 
England  recently  handed  out  a  deci- 
sion which  has  some  bearing  on  the 
position  of  Aid.  Todd.  Their  Lord- 
ships held  that  when  individual 
rights  in  property  clashed  with  even 
such  a  sweeping  measure  as  the  De- 
fence of  the  Uealm  Act,  the  Act  must 
yield  to  the  rtghta  of  the  Individual. 
The  people  and  the  courts  of  England 
are  very  jealous  of  the  rights  of  In^ 
dividuals  and  property;  they  are  par- 
ticularly zealous  in  upholding  the 
right*  of  property.  And  there  Ore 
reasons  for  thli. 

In  the  year  1215,  whieh  Is  some 
little  time  ago,  a  certain  king  in  Eng- 
land undortodk-  id  'tlsurp  what  the 
people  chose  to  consider  their  rights. 
The  barons  threw  down  the  gaunt- 
let. The  result  of  that  historical 
clash  was  the  establishttiont  of  a  pre- 
cedent of  some  Importance.  We  have 
not  the  reverence  for  precedents  as  a 
rule  that  lawyers  have,  but  the  pre- 
cedent that  the  barons  of  England 
established  despite  the  protests  of 
King  jonn  was  a  tunaamontal  one, 
and  because  It  was  good  It  has  en- 
dured even  to  this  day.  The  barons 
of  John's  time  ropreoentod  tho  people 
In  the  only  way  that  the  people  of 
that  day  could  bo  represented  In  a 
oontest  with  tho  Crown,  and  the  re- 
sult of  the  conflict  was  that  the 
Crown  was  denied  the  right  of  laying 
Its  <^mfido  ''iipou**'anyiMnvHMit"~^nk 
,longed  to  the  people  without  granting 
complete  epmpsnsation  therefor.  The 
law'yV  ^flimi  enacted  Is  tho  Uw  today, 
and  the  courts  of  Bnffland  can  be  de- 
pended upon  for  Its  enforcement.  The 
point  is  that  whnt  the  Crown  has  not 
the  power  to  do,  surely  a  mprc  muni- 
cipality has  not  th^  n*hl  to  do.  If 
city  lotr^Mi  bO'*uimNRPt|plod  for  the 
purpo.<«e8  of  produetion,  why  eannot, 
say,  Aid.  Todd^  dwiOr  ear  be  con- 
scripted for  tha  purpose  of  hauling 
fertiliser  to  the  censeripted  lots  In 
order  that  froator  >redtt«tlon  amy  be 
atUlned?

Althoui^  an  envtablo  rocoi^of  of- 
flolenoy  Ows  eetabllahed  by  th«  health 
department  during  the  ^r,  the  cost 
of  maintenance  was  lower  than  In 
1918.  The  total  expenditure  during 
1919  amounted  to  $43,088.68.  while  In 
1918  it  was  148,046.18.  The  1919 
total  was  reduced  $5,000  as  a  result  of 
a  smaller  grant  to  the  Jubilee  Hospi- 
tal, but  this  was  offset  \o  Some  extent 
I  by  the  coat  of  preparing  new  offices 
for  thd  d«partment.  The  reciilpta  for 
the  yosr  were  $4,9es.i7,  as  eompared 
with  N.i4t.i9  for  tho  previous  yeor.

"Cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever,  though  not  so  numerous  as 
during  previous  year,  oeeurred  at  In- 
tervals, the  Infection  was  oheeked 
and  the  diseases  prevonted  from 
spreading  as  tho  oases  ooourred. 

"There  #sro  s^von  eases  of  small- 
pox in  one  houee  In  February  and 
one  case  In  September.  The  disease 
originated  from  sources  outside  the 
city;  great  care  was  taken  to  prevent 
the  disease  spreadlog  and  no  others 
were  Infected.  *

I')»-velopnifMit  of  the  Adums  Lake 
power  project  was  urged  upon  the 
Provincial  cabinet  yesterday  morning 
by  a  delegation  .representing  the 
Kamloops  City  Council,  which  set 
forth  the  fi^  ttaftt' air  extension  of  the 
hrrlgktion  power  systoms  of  the  Kam- 
loops section  would  permit  of  over 
2,000  acres  of  undeveloped  lands  be- 
ing brought  under  production.

But  with  the 
development  of  the  Adams  Lake  pro- 
ject a  l)ower  and  irrigation  scheme 
would  be  evolved  that  would  meet  not 
alone  the  requirements  of  the  city  but 
also  of  the  whole  district,  thus  savinpr 
money  In  the  end  and  providing  a 
needed  utility  capable  of  taking  care 
of  future  needs, 

Hon.  T.  D.  Pattullo,  Minister  of 
Uands,  expressed  the  opinion  thtit  If 
the  Qovernment  could  be  shown  the 
s«heme  could  be  Inaugurated  with  as- 
surance of  auccesH.  it  would  be  tho 
duty  of  the  Oovernment  to  undertake 
it.

The  late  Thomas  G.  Moody 
owned  lot  5  at  the  corner  of  Pandora 
and  Amelia  Streets.  120  feet  by  120 
feet  with  three  frame  dwellings  on  the 
same,  aad  in  May,  1912,  the  city  noti- 
fied him  that  a  triangular  strip  off 
the  front  would  be  taken  and  after 
some  neKotlationa  Moody  agreed  to 
accept  tCl'SO  for  the  strip.  This  w;is 
paid,  and  the  city  rei'elved  a  deed  of 
the  -strip,  but  did  not  rcpi.'Jter  it.  nor 
tile  by-law  above.

gage. This  was  refused.  Whereupon 
the  city  brought  the  action,  and  the 
Attorney  .General  was  added  a. 
party  plaintiff,  and  the  claim  made  tu 
the  strip  by  virtue  of  the  unregistered 
deed,  and  also  by  dedication  from 
Moody  to.  and  used  hy,  the  public  as 
a  sii'ewalk.  I'lu'  defendant.s  set  up 
tiiat  there  had  Ijoen  no  dedication,  but 
onl.\-  I  (  'jiujiulsory  sale,  and  that  th*; 
exi)roi)riuti<>ii  by.iaw  was  void  for 
want  of  publication  and  registration, 
and  relied  on  their  Indefeasible  mort- 
gage title.  They  also  claiitied  thai  the 
mortgage  was  ruined  by  heavy.  Illegal 
taxation  imposed  under  the  by-laws. 

The  action  waa  before  Mr.  Justice 
Murphy  in  a  five-day  trial  in  Novem- 
ber, 1918,  and"  after  reserving  Judg- 
ment he  found  the  By-law  1183  void, 
but  pronounced  in  favor  of  the  oily 
and  Attorney-Gonerut,  holding  that 
the  strip  had  been  dedicated  in  1912 
by  Moody,  and  that  such  dedication 
took  priority  over  the  mortgage.

entitled  to  succeed,  and  Mr.  Justice 
Galllhec  ahd  Mr..  Justice  .  McPhillips 
agreed.  Chief  Justieei  M aedonald  and 
Mr.  Justice  Kl>erts  dissented,  and 
found  that  the  exjpropriatlori  by-law 
was  Invalid,  the  mortgage  wa.s  prop- 
erly registered  and  valid,  and  that  the 
city  and  Attorney-General  had  *  no 
rights  In  the  strip.

The  defendants  then  again  appealed 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  at 
Ottawa,  and  the  case  was  argued  in 
C)ctober  last.  Mr.  Mayers,  of  Taylor, 
Mayers  &  Co..  of  Vancouver,  was  re. 
talned  as  counsel  for  the  city,  and  the 
court,  consisting  of  Chief  Justice  Da- 
vies  and  Supreme  Court  Justlees 
Anglin.  Duff.  Idlington.  Brodeur  and 
Mignault.  reserved  their  doeioion  until 
yesterday,  whe'n  Mr.  Qreen  received 
telegraphic  advice  that  the  decision 
was  given  and  that  his  clients'  appeal 
had  been  allowed,  and  the  mUiorlty 
Judgment  of  Chief  Justice  Macdonald 
and  Mr.  Justice  Eberts  thus  is  sus- 
tained.

"1.  That  accommodation  Is  hope- 
lessly overcrowded  and  the  staff 
labors  under  great  difficulties  in 
carrj^lng  out  th"  work. 

"t.  That  recognizing  the  neces- 
sity of  a  new  hospital  as  long  ago  a.s 
1912  arrangements  were  then  made 
whereby  the  city  would  contribute 
$225,000.  and  tlie  I'rovincial  Govern- 
ment $175,000  tor  a  new  hospital. 

"3.  That  competitive  plans  were 
called  for,  one  of  which  was  adopted; 
that  work  was  commenced  and  about 
$57,000  (subscribed  by  the  citizens  of 
Vlctoriil)  was  spent;  that  work  Was 
stopped  owiifg  to  war  and  the  desire 
of  the  Hospital  Boaicd  to  meet  the 
wishes  of  the  City  and  the  Govern 
ment  in  avoiding  expenditure  at  that 

time.  

That  TTfTer  work  on  a  new 
l)uiUling  is  romnicnced.  it  will  lie  two 
years  before  it  will  be  available  for 
use  for  hospital  purposes.

Annual  Meeting  of  institutes  at 
Enfipress  Hotel  Will  Discuss 
Political  Action— Many  Dele- 
gates Will  Attend 


Whether  or  not  the  farmers  of 
Britiah  Columbia,  aa  now  ofllcially 
organized,  shall  swell  the  gathering 
current  of  Canadian  agriculture  in 
politic*.  Is  an  important  question 
shortly  to  be  diseusaed  in  Victoria, 
when  farmers  of  Vancouver  Island 
and  adjacent  ialands  will  meet  in  con- 
ference, preliminary  to  "Farmera" 
Week."  alao  to  be  held  in  thla  city. 

Vancouver  and  Adjacent  lalanda 
District  Conference,  compoaed  of 
delegates  from  District  A  of  the 
Farmera'  Institutes  of  B.  C.  will 
meet  at  th*  Empress  Hotel  Thurs- 
day. Feb.  6.  A  membership  of  1,254 
farmers  actively  associated  with  the 
Farmers'  Institutes  will  be  represent- 
ed. Many  questions  of  purely  agri- 
cultural importance  will  be  dlacuaaed, 
and  the  attitude  of  the  local  farmera 
to  matter*  coming  before  the  *ubse- 
q u ^t  jTovinoiai  eonzerenoe  wtii  be 
detOTmlned. 

It  is  probable,  however,  that  both 
Inside  and  out^slde  the  conference  the 
keenest  Interest  will  be  manifested 
In  the  efforts  now  being  made  to 
enrol  the  farmers  of  Britiah  Colum- 
I  bia  in  the  ranka  of  organized  poUtical 
societies.  In  view  of  the  growng 
tendency  of  farmers  *v«rywb«r*,  both 
in  Canada  and  the  United  Stjit**,  to 
use  their  hitherto '  economic  organisa- 
tions for  political  purposes,  and  of 
the  recent  succeaaes  of  the  United 
Farmers'  Organisation  in  Ontario,  the 
proceedings  of  th*  coming  confer- 
ences are  likely^to  attract  muetaf  at- 
tention from  the  public. 

While  only  one  delegate  from  each 
Farmers'  Institute  has  the  privHege 
at  this  conference  of  a  vote  on  reao- 
lutlona,  any  member  may  attend  and 
take  part  In  the  dlscuaslona;  .and  it  la 
the  expectation  of  the  Ad viaory  Board 
that  such  discussions  will  have  a  con- 
siderable influenee  on  th*  d*ei«lona 
of  the  larger  eonferenee  to  m*et  later.

The  Minister  received  the  delega- 
tion encouraginfcly  and  Kald  that  he 
would  do  all  In  hla  pnwpr  to  bring  the 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  nnal  au- 
thorities— the  Canadian  Air  Board. 
The  Aerial  League  are  starting  a  cam- 
paign amongst  the  various  publlo 
bodias  of  tha  dkitrict  to  tha  same  at* 
faot  and  it  l^i  hopdd  that  tha  oomhlned 
Influanoe  of  all  tho  organisations  wilt 
be  able  to  secure  a  customs  air  port 
for  the  Island. 

In  the  general  speclflcatlona  al- 
ready laid  down  by  the  Air  Board, 
four  air  banes  are  allotted  to  British 
Columbia,  but  none  are  specined  an 
being  customs  ports  and  none  of  them 
are  located  on  the  Island.

The  high  ooat  of  living  ia  due  mainly 
to  the  huga  amount  of  papor  otirroncy 
in  tha  World,  and  hMther.  thO- Bcareity 
of  goods  nor  the  increase  in  wages  can 
be  used  to  any  extent  as  arguments  In 
endeavoring  to  account  for  present 
high  prices.  This  briefly  is  what  Mr. 
Joseph  B.  Clearihue,  student  of  econ- 
omics, told  the  Victoria  West  Brother- 
hood In  an  address  before  that  hody 
in  Sample's  Hail  last  night. 

After  outlining  the  causes  of  in- 
creased costs,  and  explaining  the  basic 
principles  which  underlie  buying  and 
selling,  Mr.  Clearihue  asked,  "And 
what  of  the  future?"  As  the  unfavor- 
able exchange  with  the  United  States 
loads  Canadian  btulnaas  men  to  raise 
their  prices  to  tho  level  of  thoaa  at 
which  American  goods  ean  be  dhlalned 
in  Canada,  thua  raising  tha  ooat  of 
living,  and  as  tha  exohanga  question 
is  the  only  one  for  which  he  ean  see 
any  remedy  at  the  present  time,  Mr. 
Clearihue  stated  that  It  should  be 
dealt  with.'  The  solution  of  the  ex- 
change problem,  he  said,  lay  In  the 
refusal  of  Canadians  to  buy  in  tho 
States  and  tho  produotion  in  Canada 
of  tho  goods  iritlcAi  mturt  at  prasant 
be  procured  on  tha  other  atdh  of  the 
border.  "Bvery  hit  of  Amortoan  goods 
W^  %uy  today  helps  to  put  up  the 
prtc^  (n  Canada,"  added  the  spOaker. 

Mr.  Cloarlhue  pointed  out  that  while 
the  war  denmnd  for  'some  goods  shot 
the  price  up.  In  cases  where  products 
were  not  used  in  war  the  prices 
mounted  also.  The  fact  that  the  in- 
crease took  place  in  tha  country  of 
production  ahowed  that  transportation 
problema  did  not  outer  into  tho  rise  at 
alL  Wage  Jheraaaaa  had  aoma  effect, 
but  as  thay  usually  followed  the  In- 
creases in  tho  ooat  of  living  rather 
than  preceded  them  wages  nonld  be 
counted  as  having  little  Influence. 
They  did,  however,  hold  Up  prloes 
once  they  had  risen. 

The  main  reason  for  thO  Mgh  cost 
of  living,  Mr.  Clearihue  claimed,  was 
Inflation  of  world  currency.  Ha 
showed  that  In  tha  fiftaan  principal 
cottntrloo'  thara  was  now  forty-four 
billions  of  paper  money,  while  in  ltl4 
there  was  only  eight  millions.  In 
addition  to  this  there  was  180  billion 
dollars  in  bonds  and ,  other  forms  of 
indebtedness. 

"Huge  inflations  are  In  my  opinion 
the  cause  of  rlso  in  prices,"  said  Mr. 
Claarlhue.  Kxcess  profits  and  income 
takatloa  want  tF«Witf>*''  contributory 
cauaaa  of  high  prioaa.  Ho  alao  named 
sheer  .  profitaerlng  aa  a  vary  minor 
cause. 

Speaking  of  remedies  Mr.  Clearihue 
did  not  believe  that  scarcity  of  certain 
products  would  be  made  up  at  present, 
and  developments  in  the  industrial 
world  did  not  point  to  tho  reduction
